3. That the Applicant, pursuant to the provisions of KRS 278.020 and 278.023, seeks
(i) a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity, permitting the Applicant to construct a water-
works construction project, consisting of extensions, additions, and improvements (the "Project")
to the existing waterworks system of the Applicant; (ii) approval of the proposed plan of financing
said Project; and (iii) an increase in Applicant’s rates and charges.

4. That the proposed construction project consists of the installation of approximately
40,700 linear feet of 3 and 4-inch water line and appurtenances and construction of a new PRV
station and an upgrade to an existing PRV station.



5. That the Applicant proposes to finance the construction of the Project through
(i) issuance of a $125,000 Promissory Note, (ii) a grant from USDA, Rural Development (“RD”) in
the amount of $125,000; (iii) an Appalachian Regional Commission ("ARC") grant in the amount
of $250,000; (iv) a Tobacco Development Fund ("TDF") grant in the amount of $63,000; and (v) a
contribution from the Applicant in the amount of $12,000. The Applicant has a commitment from
RD to purchase said $125,000 note maturing over a 40-year period, at an interest rate of not
exceeding 4.50% per annum, as set out in the RD Letter of Conditions, as amended, filed herewith
as an Exhibit.

Number of Users and Their Contribution:

There shall be 4,039 water users, of which 3,991 are existing users and 48 are new users
contributing $12,000 in connection fees toward the cost of the project. The connection
fees will be collected prior to advertising for construction bids and will be placed in the
construction account at loan pre-closing, unless spent for authorized purposes prior to
loan pre-closing. The Rural Development Manager will review and authenticate the
number of users and amount of connection fees prior to advertising for construction bids.

Grant Agreement:

Attached is a copy of RUS Bulletin 1780-12, "Water and Waste System Grant
Agreement," for your review. You will be required to execute a completed form at the

time of grant closing.

Drug-Free Work Place:

Prior to grant approval, the Association will be required to execute Form AD-1049,
"Certification Regarding Drug-Free Workplace Requirements (Grants) Alternative I - For

‘Grantees Other Than Individuals.”

Repayment Penod:

The loan will be scheduled for repayment over a period not to exceed 40 years from the
date of the Promissory Note. Principal payment will not be deferred for a period in
excess of two years from the date of the Promissory Note. The Association will be
required to adopt a supplemental payment agreement providing for monthly payments of
principal and interest so long as the Promissory Note is held or insured by RUS.

The Association will be required to furnish satisfactory title, easements, etc., necessary to
install, maintain and operate the facility to serve the intended users. The pipelines will be
on private rights-of-way where feasible. Easements and options are to be secured prior to
advertising for construction bids.

Organization:

The Association will be legally organized under applicable KRS, which will permit them
to perform this service, borrow and repay money.

Business Operations:

The Association will be required to operate the system under a well-established set of
resolutions, rules and regulations. A budget must be established annually and adopted by
the Association after review by Rural Development. At no later than loan pre-closing, the
Association will be required to furnish a prior approved management plan to include, as a
minimum, provisions for management, maintenance, meter reading, miscellaneous
services, billing, collecting, bookkeeping, making and delivering required reports and
audits.

Accounts, Records and Audits:

The Association will be required to maintain adequate records and accounts and submit
annual budgets and year-end reports (annual audits) in accordance with 1780.47 of RUS
Instruction 1780 and RUS Staff Instruction 1780-4, a copy of which is enclosed.

Accomplish Audits for Years in Which Federal Financial Assistance is Recejved:

The Association will accomplish audits in accordance with OMB Circular A-133, during
the years in which federal funds are received. The Association will provide copies of the
audits to the Area Office and the appropriate Federal cognizant agency as designated by
OMB Circular A-133.

Insurance and Bonding:

The following insurance and bonding will be required:

A. Adequate Liability and Property Damage Insurance including vehicular coverage,
if applicable, must be obtained and maintained by the Association.

L GENERAL

This Preliminary Engineering Report is intended to analyze the proposed water system
extensions that are being planned by the Western Rockcastle Water Association to serve
48 first time customers with potable drinking water in Rockcastle, Pulaski, Lincoln and
Garrard counties. The new customers to be served are all residential.

This project also includes a new 3-inch transmission main on Copper Creek Road to
- replace an existing 2-inch water line, which will provide better service to-this area of the
‘system. A pressure reducing station will be replaced on Kentucky Highway 1505, which
connects to the Copper Creek water line. A creek crossing will be replaced across
Copper Creek parallel with Copper Creek Road, which will prevent the existing exposed
water line from freezing during the winter months.

The Western Rockcastle Water Association provides potable water service to nearly
3,100 customers in Rockcastle, Pulaski and Lincoln counties. The Association purchases
all water for resale from the City of Mount Vernon.

Included in this report are maps of the proposed service area showing the intended routes
of the water lines, and the location of major appurtenances. In addition, project cost
estimates are included which outline the entire project costs along with the proposed
financing scheme. Rural Development “Kentucky Guide 7A” is included as a part of this
report and the information that will be contained in the Guide will analyze the capability
of the Western Rockcastle Water Association to execute this project by evaluating the
financial status of the Association along with a review of the operation of the
Association.

II. PROJECT PLANNING AREA

The areas to be served with potable water for the first time are located throughout
Rockcastle County and bordering counties of Pulaski, Lincoln, and Garrard. In
Rockcastle County, the areas to be served include Copper Creek Road, Gentry Laswell
Road, Lake Road, John Cash Road, John Mason Brown Road, and U.S. Highway 25. In
Lincoln County, the areas to be served include Saylor Road, Bishop Road, and Old Bee
Lick Road. In Pulaski County, the areas to be served include Jim Weaver Road, Bee
Lick Creek Road, and Old Ping Road. In Garrard County, the area to be served is



Gabbard Road. These areas are delineated on the attached maps. The topography in
these areas consists primarily of gently rolling hills throughout the valley areas and along
the numerous creeks in this area with steep ridges encountered in the Daniel Boone
National Forest. The land use in the valley areas is mainly agricultural with some light
timber harvesting. Within the proposed service area, there are no major industrial or
commercial businesses.

The residents in these areas have never been served by a public water system and most
rely on community springs, family wells, or depend on water trucks to provide them with
their potable water. Most individuals pay to have their water delivered and those who
cannot afford to pay local water haulers, transport their water by means of barrels,
bucket, or other containers. They often make daily trips to the nearest water source, none
of which are monitored by an approved health agency. It is not anticipated that a
significant growth pattern will emerge as a result of the implementation of a domestic
water supply but rather that the standard of living for those residents will be greatly
improved.

. EXISTING FACILITIES

' The Western Rockcastle. Water Association executed a contract in 1994 with the City of

Mount Vernon to purchase 10 million gallons of water per month for 45 years. The City
is in the process of constructing a new water treatment plant and the water purchase
agreement will be amended to reflect a longer term and a larger allotment. The
Association operates a distribution system that serves nearly 3,100 residential and
nonresidential customers that reside throughout Rockcastle, Lincoln and Pulaski
Counties.

The Western Rockcastle Water Association operates the water system through a Board of
Directors, Office Manager, office personnel and field personnel.

Information regarding the current rate structure, annual operating and maintenance data
and a tabulation of the users for an annual period by monthly usage categories and
revenue, will be analyzed in the Summary Addendum which will be included in the
Kentucky Guide 7A.

IV.  NEED FOR THE PROJECT

This project is intended to eliminate a serious health hazard in the communities in which
it will serve. The proposed service area has long been faced with inadequate and unsafe
sources of water. For many years, the residents have petitioned county officials in an
attempt to secure a public water system. This need has been well documented by the
Cumberland Valley District Health Department. The vast majority of samples taken
(85%) were contaminated with high levels of fecal coliform. The personal health and
safety of the residents are threatened by the use of these contaminated supplies and the
financial burden of having to haul water for personal and farming needs is substantial.



It is anticipated that 48 homes will be immediately affected by the project. The proposed
service area is shown on the attached maps, and is located in a geographic area where
rock conditions are prevalent. The terrain is over laden with visible rock outcroppings
and numerous creek crossings with limited access along the public roadway.

V. ALTERNATIVES CONSIDERED

Based on the fact that there are no other major potable water suppliers that exist in this
area, the only practical potable water supplier that would consider serving these areas is
the Western Rockcastle Water Association. There are no other practical alternatives that
could be considered. The Western Rockcastle Water Association is supplied water by the
City of Mount Vernon. Both of these entities are regulated by the Kentucky Division of
Water and have a history of compliance with the Division’s regulations and policies.
Therefore, it was determined that these areas would be best served by a water system
built, owned, operated and served by the Western Rockcastle Water Association.

VI PROPOSED PROJECT

The proposed project consists of the installation of 45,500 feet of 3-inch water line to

~ serve 48 new customers. In addition, the project also includes 6,400 feet.of 3-inch water - ..

main to upgrade an existing service, an upgrade to an existing pressure reducing station,
and a replacement of an existing creek crossing. An itemized cost estimate is included in
this report and it outlines all of the individual construction items along with their
associated units costs for each road in the project area. A summary cost estimate
summarizes all of the project costs and outlines the funding scheme for the project, which
is also included in this report.

The analysis of the Association’s ability to finance and in turn own and operate the
extension is itemized in the Summary Addendum, which will be submitted at a later date.
This data will evaluate and compare the current and expected revenues as a result of the
sale of water, operation and maintenance costs, other miscellaneous income and costs,
and a summary of the long-term debts including their annual principle and interest
payments.

An analysis of the customer monthly water usage and associated revenue generation will
be included and will be based on actual water sales for a one-year period. The Western
Rockcastle Water Association will supply this information.

The project cost has been estimated to be $512,000 and it is to be financed by a $125,000
loan from Rural Development and a $125,000 grant from Rural Development to be
matched with $12,000 in tap fees and a $250,000 grant from Appalachian Regional
Commission.






VII. CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS

Based on the desperate need for the residents in these communities to have a potable
water supply it is recommended that the Western Rockcastle Water Association pursue
the financial assistance as outlined above so that this unhealthy situation can be
corrected. The Western Rockcastle Water Association is the only major supplier of
potable water near these areas and their system is situated such that these extensions and
improvements as proposed can be made without adversely affecting service to their
existing customers.
